After the existing para 87, the following new para 87A shall 
be added 

Subsidiary Licences. 

87A. (1) In order to facilitate the clearance of goods through 
different sections of the same Customs House, the licensing 
authorities will consider requests for the issue of subsidiary 
licences against an existing Actual User licence. The requests 
for issue of subsidiary licence can be made only to the licensing 
Authority concerned, who issued the main licence. 

(2) Subsidiary licences for clearance of goods at air ports— 
Requests for issue of Subsidiary licences will also be con¬ 
sidered for the clearance of goods through the Customs 
authorities at the airports. 

(3) Applications for subsidiary licences—The following points 
should be borne in mind by the applicant while applying 
for subsidiary licences:— 

(i) Applications for subsidiary licences should be - made 
sufficiently in advance of the despatch/shipment of 
goods from the supplying country. A licensing authority 
may, however, consider an application for the grant of 
a subsidiary licence after the expiry of the main licence 
only to enable the licences to clear goods shipped with¬ 
in the validity period of the main licence. 

(ii) The facility of the grant of subsidiary licences will be 
given only when the value of the original licence is for 
Rs. 50 lakhs or above. The value of each subsidiary 
licence as well as the value left over in the main licence 
shall not be for less than Rs. 10 lakhs. 

(iii) Only Customs purpose copies of the subsidiary licence 
will be issued and the licensing authority, while issuing 
the subsidiary licence, will endorse the Port of Regis¬ 
tration on the same. Under the no circumstances Ex¬ 
change Control copy of the subsidiary licence will be 
issued. 

(iv) Subsidiary licences, where granted, will be subject 
to face value restrictions or any other conditions appli¬ 
cable to the main licence. It is open to the importers 
to apply for and obtain separate subsidiary licence 
specifically valid for the items with face value restrictions
